Now Yi»rk. July 12. — A hlg throng of turf devotees 
journeyed to Brighton Beaeh to<lay. The pres<‘nt 
r.'iseinatiiig Meeea of thoroughlired racing was tilled 
to overtlowiag with hormouen and race-goers frtnii 
all parts of the linited States. The card was well 
haluiiced and attractive, hut lacking in iiuiMirtaut 
stake features, there being only one of the lesser 
variety, the Jamaica, a selling atlair at six fur- 
longs, to be dei-ided. 'Tlie w’esteru mare Nannie 
Hodge was successful in this and her loyal adherents 
all prtdited largely over her victory. The winner 
was bid up by an unknown from $ 1,100 to $ 2 . 20 t». 
but was bought in. The s|M»rt was inaugurate<l 
with a t»ig “killing” mi \V. H. Brown’s Penarris, 
the two-year-old lialf brother to W. Overton. Trainer 
Tucker and his following were able to st'ciire lalds 
of 10 to 1 for several thou.sand dollars, owing to the 
counter plunge on Waterbury and the big general 
play on the re<*ediug Toddles, Botanist, Dashway 
aiul Hyperliole. 

Angler has i>roveu a lucky investment for GiHWge 
Odom. The Hindoo horse won the mile and a fur- 
long selling race from ten competitors like breaking 
sticks. 

Halifax fooled Starter Dade into giving him a fly- 
ing start and. as no apposition worthy of the name 
develuiH'd after that c*ontretemp, the Shields horse 
was able to literally w’alk in. The fact is he was 
pulleil up S 4 » abruptly that he only got home by a 
whisker, amid more excitement than yesterday’s 
thrilling finish in the Brighton Mile aroused. 

The real feature of the pr<»gram came with the 
running of the mile and a sixteenth handicap, in 
which a sprinkling of turf stars were entereil. Dolly 
Spanker’s present form is well nigh invincible judg- 
ing fronj the easy manner in w'hich he dis|Mised of 
such g»K>d ones as Dishabille, Far West, Bad News 
and Blandy. 

The usual upset w’as furnisheil by ‘‘Father Bill” 
Daly with L’ndirclla in the last. The big crowd 
chorused its disgust «iver the result. The limit w'as 
re:tche«I wlieu the former Keene Ally won out In tlie 
lust stride of the stretch drive sprint.
